BAD EFFECTS OF THE O REFUGEES. 
Special Dispatch to. Nene. 
Mempuis, Tenu., Oct. 75 deaths are re- 


ported this evening. Twelpe of te are col- 
ored, and seventeen died oubsifie he city limits, 
—a slight increase over the ber reported 
yesterday, due to the usual om the weather 
and the persistent retura ot refugees. If this 
latter class coutinue to defy the admonition of 
physicians, the fever will ist in epidemic form 
as long as material is available. The weather 
has been insufferably hot all day, with threaten- 
ing clouds darkening the borison this afternoon, 
inducing the prediction of a change by weather- 


‘prophets. The fact is, however, as I have repeat- 


edly stated, that no pronounced abatement of 
the epidemic would occur until frost comes, 
The city continues, to give 
EVIDENCE OF RETURNING LIFE, 

the main streets showing increased activity each 
day. There is no apparent feason for this, and 
if absentees will insist upon returning they will 
have to take the conscquenees. They must not 
conclude, because the fever is less malignant 
aod more amenable to treatment, that they ¢an 


escape. 

Those latterly attacked, . under- 
gone treatment designed to eradicate the 
poison with which their systems are impreg- 
nated previous to being taken down, 
and,when stricken, the disease, consequent upon 
the safeguards employed, is of a type that 
readily vields to remedies. Those who return 
now absorb the poison almost at once, and yield 
to the inevitable collapse before medicine can 
work a convalescence. 

AN OFFER REFUSED. 

Dr. E. B. Collins, from Decatur, Ala., arrived 
in the city yesterday, and offered his services to 
the Howard Medical: Board, but Dr. Mitchell 
positively refused to accept, advising the Doctor 
that the danger was so great here that 
he could not accept an offer which 
be was sure would result in death 
in ten days. He had already buried here some 
of the best medical talent of the country, and 
he did not want to bury any more. 

Dr. Mitchell was so positive, and at the same 
time complimentary to the applicant for the 
zeal he manifested in bis sympatby for the sul- 
fering people, that Dr. Collins was induced to 
withdraw his application. 

A STRANGE INCIDENT. 

The Rev. James R. Graves, of the Southern 
Baptist Church of this city, left Memphis for 
California on the Ast of August, with the 
design of delivering a series of lectures 
arrived at Salt Lake 
where he was stricken with 
yellow fever, and was taken in charge and 
nursed to convalescence by the Catholic Sisters 
of that city. Rather a strange coincidence,— 
the leader of the Baptists of the South stricken 
down in a Mormon city, and receiving the Chris- 
tian charities and attendance of Catholic Sisters. 

SPREADING IN THE COUNTRY. 

The fever continues to spread in the country’ 
and the absence of medical attendance, purses, 
and other requisites is seen in the increased 
mortality rates reported. 

Among the deaths to-day is Capt. Nat 8 
Green, an old and well known steamboat man, 
who has been identified with river interests for 
a quarter of acentury. His death was followed 
almost immediately by that of his wife, who, 
taken at the same time as her husband, suffered 
with bim, and breathed her last as the husband's 
body was composed for the tomb. 

E. J. Suigg, a printer known all over the 
Northwest, died also to-day. tie leaves a 
brother who is the City-Attorney of Springfield, 
Ilis., a married sister, and mother in the same 
city. 

FASTING AND PRAYER.

MRS. WERNECK.

New OsL ans, La., Oct. 1.—I attended the 
funeral this eveniug of Mrs. Laura Werneck, 
widow of the late Oscar H. Werneck, of the 
firm of Thompson, Taylor & Co., Chicago. The 
case presents its peculiarly sad features.

mereased. Measures to debase the com have 
been carried in other countries, but nevef with- 
out dishonor and disaster, and it is reserged for 
this country, in e time of profound péace, to 
discuss measures looxing tu the permanent ex- 
pulsion of coin from the country, and hence to 
the lasting and hopeless debasement of our 
paper currency, and the consequent destruction 
of ali stability in our business. The question is

THE NEW DEMOCRATIC FIAT LEADER. 

In a speech made in 1873, Ben Burver, 
the new leadér of the Democratic party and 
oracle of tho Fiat lunatics, said of himself: 
For more than twelve years every act of 
my public and private life has been subject- 
ed to a microscopic examination under a 
blaze of light supplied by the lurid malignity 
of my foes.” He might have added: And 
no man’s career has offered so wide a field 
for microscopical investigation, or been rich- 
er in the results of the scrutiny.” 

It may be profitable to consider some of 
the discoveries that have been made. with 
the microscope in Bu Butier’s case. The 
subject that was laid upon the glass for in- 
vestigation was supposed to be a patriot, re- 
former, and poor man’s friend. When 
brought into the field of view, however, it 
appeared, first, that he was the attorney of 
the Amzs-ALLEY-Dron Credit-Mobilier Ring 
in the Pacific Railroad suits, a Ring that 
spread corruption far and wide, not 
hesitating to involve members of Con- 
gress in its bribery transactions, or to 
grab the people's money with unblushing 
greed. It appeared, second, that he was 
engaged in the fraudulent. Sansorn con- 
tracts, and figured in the infamous Jarne 
moiety swindle by which the respectable 
New York merchants were blackmailed and 
their private property taken from them for 
purposes of corruption. It appeared, third, 
that he was the member who proposed and 
forced the salary-grabbing bill through Con- 
gress, and defended that unblushing steal 
even after the whole nation had pronounced 
it to be a robbery of the public money, and 
condemned the grabbers with the , whole 
weight of its indignation. It appeared, 
fourth, that he has been systematically -en- 
gaged in preventing the Government from 
éollecting its dues from rich men, as for 
instance when he saved Frank Mov.ron’s 
firm from paying a penalty of half a million 
of dollars by a compromise of $50,000 
only, thus indirectly helping to swell 
the taxes of poor men. It ap- 
peared, fifth, that he has violated 
the laws by taking fees in cases against the 
Government while he was a member of Con- 
gress, among such the Florida prize case 
being a notable one. It appeared, sixth, 
that he in company with an associate got 
the lion’s share of the prize money in the 
New Orleans case, which belonged to Fan- 
BaGutT's sailors or their widows, having done 
nothing more for them than any ordinary of- 
fice lawyer could have done. It appeared, sev- 
enth, that he has been the constant and bit- 
ter enemy of reform in the Civil Service, and 
has opposed, tooth and nail, every effort to 
introduce honesty into our political system 
and to root out corruption in the adminis- 
tration of the Government. It appeared, 
eighth, that while he and his friend Denyis 
Kearney have been assailing the lecherous 
bondholders ” with every species of vitupera- 
tion, billingsgate, and profanity, he himseif 
is one of that class, and that while he would 
‘‘corral and grind the capitalists, G—p d—n 
them,” he himself is a capitalist who has 
made his money out of poor men. 

These are some of the results that the 
microscope has brought out. The Boston 
Journal has placed him under a microscope 
of still greater power, and makes other dis- 
coveries. It finds that if Asrauam LIN colLx 
had lived a few weeks longer he would have 
had bim court-martialed for treasonable in- 
tercourse with the Confederates while he was 
in command of the Peninsula ; that upon 
the occasion of the burning of the dispatch- 
boat Greybound he rudely pushed aside and 
nearly drowned the colored stewardess in 
his efforts to get ahead of her; that in some 
mysterious way he managed to get the 
yacht America from the Navy Department 
at a figure less than the value of the 
ballast in her hold; that four ships and 
their cargoes, which were taken from 
New Orleans on his brothers account, 
have mysteriously disappeared, and there 
is no record to show what has become 
of them. In reality, there is no end to 
the discoveries that the microscope can 
make in the case of this dishonest dema- 
gogue. If the Southerners Were in the mood 
of applying a microscope to him, they could 
possibly make still more startling discoveries 
than those we have chronicled. It does not 
need a microscope, however, to discern this 
man’s general characteristics. They can 
easily be seen with the nakeleye. What- 
ever dishonesty he has assailed in the name 
of reform he has been engaged in himself. 
Whatever corruption he denounces he has 
been up to his neck in it. Whatever real 
reform he advocates he has always opposed 
it. He has no conception of good, except as 
its pretense can be made to minister to his 
ambition. His ideas are based upon per- 
sonal greed, and his methods are those of 
low cunning or brute force. There is scarcely 
an avenue of corruption in current political 
history that does not disclose him squat, like 
a toad, in some of its windings. If he has 
been honest in any given case it was 
because the case did not present an 
opportunity for dishonesty. If he has been 
faithful to any party, his allegiance only 
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G. his elevation. If he 
has been sincere to any man, it was because 
the sincerity was profitable. If hypocrisy, 
dishonesty, low subterfuge, and gross polit- 
ical immorality are the qualities of a good 
leader, then the Democrats and Fiatiste of 
Massachusetts are to be congratulated upon 
the man they have chosen. He should con- 


fine himself, however, to his own State. He 


will have difficulty enough in overcoming 
the opposition there. His present tour in 
the West will make him no capital. The 
Western people have no sympathy with his 
methods or pretensions. If at any time the 
country should be afflicted with the calamity 


of his Presidential candidature, the West 


may be relied upon to squelch it. Unless all 
sigus fail, the Republicans of Massachusetts 
will obviate that necessity. 


HOW GOVERNMENT BONDS ARE TAXED. 

A reader of Tax Tamoxx, living in ove of 
the small towfls of this State, writes that 
„The leading and most effectual argument 
used by Fiatists in his neighborhood is the 
fact that the United States bonds are not 
taxed,” and he adds that this argument is 
doing a great deal towards exciting the sym- 
pathies of the laboring classes in favor of the 
soft-money vagaries.” Demagogues every- 
where encourage the notion that rich men, 


“whose wealth is invested in bonds, escape 


taxation, and hence the poorer men who 
have no bonds are taxed the more to make 
good the deficiency. This is nôt true. The 
reply to the statement in brief is: (1) That 
State and local taxation of bonds is prohibited 
not merely by statute, but by @ uniform con- 
struction of the Constitution; (2) that Gov- 
ernment bonds actually pay alarger and stead- 
jer tax than any other property; and (3) that 
the States and people derive a greater benefit 
from the tax actually paid to the Government 
on its own securities than they could possi- 
bly secure by any system of State and local 
taxation that could be devised and enforced. 

1. The repeal of the statutory provision 
prohibiting the taxation of Government 
bonds by States and municipalities, which 
would be a flagrant and outrageous violation 
of contract, would still fail to give the local 
Governments the power to tax the United 
States securities. The Constitution confers 
the right upon the: Government to borrow 
money; but the power of the States to tax 
such evidences of indebtedness as the Gov- 
ernment may issue for this purpose would 
practically defeat this constitutional right, 
for such taxes might be levied upon the 
bonds as would so destroy their value that 
they could not be negotiated. This princi- 
ple was laid down half a century ago by 
Chief-Justice MansRHALL, and has been sus- 
tained in all decisions of the Supreme Court. 
The following is a portion of the language 
that distinguished jurist used : 


The American people have conferred the power 


of borrowing money upon their Government, and 
by making that Government supreme have shielaed 
us action inthe exercise of that power from tne 
action of local Governments. The grant of the 
power is incompatible with a restraining or con- 
trolling power, and the declaration of supremacy 
is a declaration that no such restramimg or con- 
trolling power shall be exercised. . . . The 
right to tax the contract toany extent, when made, 

must operate on the power to borrow beivre it 16 
exercised and have a sensible influence on the con- 

tract. A tax on Government stock is 
thought dy this Court to be 4 tax on the contract, a 
tax on the power of the United States to borrow 
money on the credit of the United States, and con- 
sequentiy repugnant to the Constitution. 


The demagogues who tell the people that 
the bondholders are a privileged class and 
escape taxation uniformly conceal the fact 
that these bonds could not be taxed in the 
direct and palpable way which they demand 
without the direct authority of law, and that 
such a law would deprive the Government 
of the power to borrow money, and rob it of 
its only means of existence in time of war or 
other serious emergency. 

2. The United States bonds actually pay a 
tax which is larger in amount and more 
surely collected than any tax paid by any 
other class of property. If bonds were sub- 
ject to State and local taxation, they could 
easily evade the search of the Assessor and 
Collector. ‘They would disappear. Large 
amounts would go to Europe, Canada, and 
other countries where the States could not 
reach them, and those retained in this coun- 
try would find hiding-places from which 
they could not be mnearthed. But the 
General Government has adopted a certain 
means of collecting a tax thereon. It 
says to the bond-purchaser in effect: Car- 
rent rates of interest on good securities are 
now from 6 to7 per cent; State and local 
taxation ranges from 2 to 3 per cent; we 
will release you from State and local taxa- 
tion if you will pay a à per cent tax to the 
General Government by the remission of 
that much interest.” By pursuing this 
policy the Government has always collected 
every penny of the largest existing tax-rate 
on all the bonds it has issued, whether the 
bonds were issued at 6, 5, 44; or 4 per cent 
interest. Iu every instance the Government 
would have been compelled to pay, say, 3 
per cent more in interest if it had conferred 
upon State and local Governments the privi- 
lege of taxing these bonds. Isn't it vastly 


better that the Government should collect 


the tax for the benefit of all and in advance 
of the payment of every coupon? Mr. 
Bix illustrated the case in his recent 
speech in Faneuil Hall, Boston, in which he 
picked out two men who had $10,000 each 
which they wanted to invest. The more 
conservative of the two resolves to buy Gov- 
ernment n Mr. Buaine proceeds with 


the narrative: 

The (per cent he can get at par. If he takes 
any of the 6s, or 58, or 4548 that are out, that are 

not yet funded with lover bends, he will pay just 
enough premium to make bis interest 4 per cent. 
and it is caicalated to tue ninety-ninth shade of a 
hair.

that kind of property escapes taxation, and | am 
afraid that the genticman who buys that $16, 000 
Chicago city 7s would not go right away to the 
City Assessors of Boston. bat be would quietly tuck 
it away and get $700 for his $10. 000 anbuually. 
Now. to place him exactiy the same as the Govern- 
ment bond man, be should pay $300 taxes. W hich 
of those two men do you think bas realiy paid his 
tax, the man who took'the $10, 000 of Government 
4s, agreeing to take oniy 4 per cent because 
taxation had been taken Out in advance and the 
rate made low by reason of that fact, Or the maa 
who takes the 7 per Cents and runs for luck as to 
whether the Assessors will find bim out or not? 


This is certainly a practical and truthful 
view of the transaction, and it shows that 
the Government bond is not only taxed, but 
always pays its tax, while other securities 
escape altogether or in large part. Indeed, 
one of the great authorities of the Fiat peo- 
ple—no less a person than Bey Born took 
precisely the same view of the case in 1870. 
He was a member of Congress when the law 
for issuing $1,500,000,000 bonds was enacted, 
and made a speech, during the course of 
which he said: 


By exempting these bonds from taxat 
count Our taxes in our interest. We — — ** 
have a right to say, if you will leud us money we 
yr pares ; . no authority under the Government

We don't see how any Fiatist can reason- 
ably contend that the United States bonds 
escape taxation, after reading the clear ex- 
position of the contrary made by his Mas- 
sachusetts prophet. As a matter of fact, 
too, $400,000,000 of the United Siates bonds 
pay an additional tax to the State and local 
Governments in the shape of National-Bank 
stock, and it is estimated that a revenue of 


from $6,000,000 to 57, 000, 000 a year is de- 


rived from this mode of taxation in addition 
to the tax actually collected by the Govern- 
ment every time it pays a coupon. 

3. The last material point in the case is 
that the States and the people benedt from 
the present system of taxing United States 
bonds immeasurably more than they would 
if they should endeavor to collect the tax 
for themselves. In order to get an ap- 
proximate estimate of the saving, we will 
say that the State of Illinois pays about 
one-fifteenth of the entire taxes contributed 
to the support of the General Govern- 
ment. We will call the average Gov- 
ernment indebtedness $2,000,000,000. If 
the Government did not collect the 
tax on the bonds in advance, but 
transferred this duty to the States, then it 
would be obliged to pay the 3 per cent to the 
bondholder which it now retains. ~ This 
would involve an additional expenditure of 
‘$60,000,000 a year in payment of interest. 
If Illinois pays one-fifteenth of all the taxes 
to the General Government, then the people 
of Illinois would be forced to make an annual 
contribution of $4,000,000 in addition to 
what they now pay. Is there an Assessor or 
Collector in this State, or is there af man who 
has any knowledge of the obstacles in the 
way of assessing and collecting taxes on 
stocks and bonds, who will maintain that the 
local authorities could collect $4,000,000 a 
year taxes on the Government bonds held in 
this State? There is reason to believe that 
not 810,000 a year could be raised by this 
means, for the bonds could not be found; it 
is certain that not enough could be secured 
to pay the cost of collection. To change 
from the present system, under which the 
General Government collects the tax on 
United States bonds in advance, to the un- 
certain system of State taxation, would cost 
the people of Illinois $4,000,000 a year, and 
the people of other States in ii salam to 
their size and wealth. 


H. B. JAMES TO THE FRONT. 
The following dispatch from Washington 
appeared in the Lvening Journal of Monday 


last : 


In reference tothe charge made that. in con- 
sequence of a large damage allowance at the New 
York Custom House, the merchants of other cities 
preferred to import goods there, instead of through 
the Custom-Houses at their own cities, the Treas- 
ury Officials say thatthe evidence did not sustain 
1. Im the official statement, prepared at the 
Treasury Department and fnrnisned for pudlica; 
tion to-day, is given the following figures as the 
percentage of damage allowance on the original 
value at the several porta named for the years 1874 
to 1877, inclusive: Chicago, 21 2-10 per cent: Cin- 
cinnati, 7 3-10 per cent; St. Louis, 2 6-10 per 
cent; New York, 14 8-10 per cent; Boston. 15 1-10 
per cent; Philadelphia, 319-10 per cent; Balti- 
more, 26 per cent: San Francisco, 22 4-10 per 
cent; New Orleans, 28 8-10 per cent. 


It will be observed that the language of 
this official” statement is vague and indefi- 
nite. What does the phrase ** percentage of 
damage allowance on the original value at 
the several ports mean? The allowance 
charged to the port of Chicago is 21 2-10 per 
cent; that charged to the port of New York 
is 14 8.10 per cent. It is plainly intended 
that the public shall infer that for the period 
named the allowance for damage at the port 
of Chicago was more than one-third greater 
than the allowance granted at the port of 
New York. There is but one practicable 
criterion of comparison between different 
ports with a view to criticism of. the prac- 
tices obtaining in granting damage allow- 
ances at such ports, namely: the percentage 
of allowance to amount of collections. We 
find by reference to the report of the late 
Bryeuam and Hrnps, Investigating Commis- 
sion the following: 

During the past year the rebate for damage 
allowances at this vort [New York} amounted to 
about $240,000. In our opinion. in view of all 
the facts that have come to our knowledge in the 
course of our investigations, this is fully $100, 000 


in excess of the legitimate damage as contem- 
plated by law. 


This is the criticism of the damage allow- 


aue practice at the port of New York which 
has called Mr. H. B. Jauxs, of the Treasury 
Department, to the front. So far as the 
public knows, the customs officers at the 
port of New York are not disposed to ques- 
tion its justice. But Mr. James rushes to 
the defense of New York as against the Com- 
mission created by his superior officer, Secre- 
tary SHERMAN. 

Of the percentage the Commission, pro- 
ceeding, say : 

This is a little more than one-fourth of one per 
cent of the total amount of duties collected, while 
at all other ports, except Boston, visited by us the 


allowances for damage have been scarcely one-third 
Of such percentage. 


We have ascertained the percentage of 
damage allowance to collections at this port. 
Here itis: For the period of five years 
July 1, 1873, to July 1, 1878—the collections 
aggregated $7,313,223.10, For the same 
period the damage allowances aggregated 
$5,563.58, or less than 8-100 of 1 per cent. 

The result verifies the correctness of the 
report of the Commission, It shows that 
the port of Chicago, which is represented in 
au “official” statement of the Treasury 
Department as having been in the habit of 
granting an average aggregate damage al- 
lowance one-third greater than that granted 
at the port of New York, bas in fact only 
allowed damage to the extent of less than 
one-third the percentage allowed at the port 
of New York. 

If our authority is good, and it is that of 
the Custom-House officials of this port, the 
“* official” statement of the Treasury Depart- 
ment to which we refer is a gross mis pro- 


sentation, issued evidently to weaken the 


force of the criticism of the port of New 
York by the late Commission. We submit: 
(1) That in all human probability the 
“ official” statement was prepared by Mr.

VIRGINIA FINANCES. 
THE LOWEST DEPTHS OF IMPECUNILOSITY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Oct. 1.—The Governor 
of Virginia bas found it impossible to overcome 
the effect of the repudiation teudency in the 
Democrats of that State upon its capitalists. A 
special from Richmond states that a conference 
of the Goyernor with the officers of the four 
State Depositories to induce them to loan the 
State a small sum—$2U0,000—has, uv to this 
time, met with no favorable response, and that 
there is little probability that either of the four 
banks will advance this amount. Unless it is 
obtained a large number of public schools must 
be closed. The Baltimore Sua (Democratic) usea 
this information to conde:nn the Greenback move 
in its party, and to enforce some of the positions 
of Secretary Schurz’s speech, which it com- 
mends highly. It says: Tue financial condi- 
tion of this tine old Commonwealth, which in 
years past had unlimited credit, is deplorable. 
What with ‘scalers,’ ‘forcible read justers,’ and 
repudiators, Virginia’s Treasury is now stated 
to be not only completely empty, but her credit 
entirely gone. The public schools are just 
open, but there is no money even to pay the un- 
turtunate teachers’ arrearages of the last school 
term. To meet this emergency Goy. Halliday 
applied last week for a loan from the Rich- 
mond banks. Ile only wanted $200,000, and fur 
no other purpose than to prevent schools being 
closed. The bank Presidents gave the Governor 
aud Treasurer a conference, at Which it is saia 
the Governor made a most carnest appeal for 
means to meet the extraordinary exigency. It 
is reported, however, that the bank Presidents 
returned only an evasive answer. The security 
was not suflicient. These baukers have a vivid 
remembrance of the repudiating tendencies of 
the last Leyisiature, and are naturally afraid to 
place faith in the honesty of the next one as 
long as forcible readjustinent is advocated by a 
portion at least of the Virginia newspapers and 
politicians. In other words, Virginia’s credit 
bas been so tampered with by men who now 
asvire to control her affairs that she is not able 
to procure even a small temporary loan to cover 


her most pressing necessivies.”’

PEDESTRIANISM. 
HUGHES GETS WELL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Youk, Oct. t.—The two pedestrians are 
stiil walking away in Gilmore’s Garden. 
Hughes kept bis bed until 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing, when he was relieved of his colic, and 
ventured to resume his bog-trot. He was 4 
trifle lame, but, beyond that, seemed in 
good condition. He toiled along slowly aud 
rather painfully until, at 2:30 b. m., he had ac- 
complished 123 miles. O' Leary, at the same 
hour, had covered 143 miles, and felt easy with 
his twenty-mile lead. As the day wore on 
Hughes and O'Leary occasionally came 
side by side, and then there was 
sure to be aspurt. Both men generally broke 
into a run, aud O’Leary would invariably shoot 
ahead. He would soon stop running, however, 
and Hughes, with his steady trot, would 
pass bim. Hughes made a change in 
his diet today, gave up drinking 
milk, and ate nothing but beei-tea. 
with occasional light draugbts of chicken-broth. 
Nothing solid has gone into his stomach since 
the start, and his good condition now is attrib 
uted to his improved diet. Gilmore’s Garden 
was not as full tonight as Monday 
evening. Both men were on the 
track all the evening between 10 and 
li o’ciock. Hughes’ walking after his illness 
jast night was phenomenal. He did not aliow 
O’ Leary to gain a lap on him, but held his own 
with a remarkable grit. O’Leary completed his 
1th mile in thirty-nine bours and 
thirty-eight minutes, maintaining and 
slightly increasing his lead. Before 1 
o’clock both contestants went to bed. O' Leary, 
who was as fresh as at first, seemingly, had 
then made 175 miles and three laps. Hughes, 
again much jaded, made 153 miles, being 
twenty-two miles behind. It is evidently 
O’Leary’s plan to take it as easy 
as he can while maintaining his twenty-mile 
lead. Many spectators have expressed doubts 
whether the match is actually for the champion 
belt. O’Leary had intended to walk alone 
in Gilmore’s Garden as an exhibition for 
the entrauce-money, but, when Hughes 
heard of it, be insisted upon making a 
match for the championship. The fluancial ar- 
rangement is that the gross receipts shall be 
equally divided between the proprietors of the 
garden and O'Leary, the former paying ali ex- 
penses out of their share, and that O’Leary 
shall give Hughes one-third of his share, re- 
taining two-thirds. The walk, so far, bas been 
very successful financially.

THE INDIAN COMMISSION. 


Continuation of the Recitals of Men wee 
Have Been Among the Aborigines. 


Sr. Louis, Oct. 1.—But little was done by the 


Indian Commission to-day. Capt. Joseph La- 
barge gave his experience with the Indians, 
among whom he had spent the greater part of 
fifty years, particularly on the Upper Missouri 
River. He thought the transfer of the Indian 
Bureau tothe War Department would benefit 


the Indians in many respects. They would be 


better fed, mere honestly treated, and the cost 
to the Government would be leas. But 
in other things it would not de s0 
well. If honest Agents could be obtained 
thev would satisfy the Indians better than mili- 
tary Agents, but the trouble is to get the bon- 
est civilians. The Indians do not like the sol- 
diers, and the latter would probably have less 
influence over them in matters outside of purely 
military affairs than the ‘civilians would. The 
late troubles with the Indians grew out of the 
mismanagement of the civil Agents, and irauds 
practiced by Agents and other white men who 
are permitted to dwell] around the agencies, and 
whose sole. object is to make money 
off the Indians. In regard to the traus- 

rtation of supplies, ne said the War 

epartment has the best and the Interior De- 
partment the worst of systems. He beiieved 
the Indians might eventually become seif-sus- 
taining, but not till game becomes so ecarce 
that it is easier to raise cattle and cora than to 
bunt. .

SECOND CONGRESSIONAL. 

The Second District Republican Congres- 
sional Convention met yesterday morning at 10 
o'clock in the Globe Theatre, on Desplaines 
street. Like the average Republicah Conven-

DISPULED DELEGATION. 
At last the Committee returned and reported, 
through Dan Munn, its Chairman. Evervthing 


was all smooth until it came to the matter of 
the Twelfth Ward, the Chairman announcing 


that a majority of the Committce was in favor 
of what was known as the Davis delegation. 
He then pro¢eeded to state that this conclusion 
was reached onlv after the taking of several 
votes, the Committee baving been about equally 
divided for a long while, and the vote standing, 
without the Chairman voting, 4 to3.

A Bad Specimen of Clerical Bookkeeping. 

When the good brethren of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church Soutb discovered last June 
that the debt of their publishing-house at Nasb- 
ville had reached the astonishing sum of 8300, 
000, a spirit of curiosity and inquiry was devel- 
oped among them. The losses thus represented 
were too heavy to be accounted for by any ordi- 
vary shrinkage incidevt to the hard times, and 
a Committee of Investigation was appointed to 
ascertain what had become of the money. Some 
remarkable disclosures have been the result. 
The entire management of the house, up 
to the time when the investigation began, was 
in the hands of A. H. Redford, D. D., 
who directed all the sales and con- 
trolled all the publishing business. His man- 
agement was lavish, and his ideas of baekkeep- 
ing were eccentric. At one time he added 62,000 
to his own salary,—already $3,000. This, he 
states, he was authorised to do by a vote of a 
sub-committeé, but the records of the General 
Committee contain no mention of it, and there 
is a vague suspicion that the sub-committee 
was a committee of one. Again, on his own 
responsibility, he lefit $5,000 from the funds of 
the House to one William Cromey,of Louisville, 
who subsequently became bankrupt. The Com- 
mittee could not discover the papers upon 
which this transaction was based, aud 
the only clew they could obtain was in the 
record of bankruptcy proceedings at Louis- 
ville. These showed that the account for mer- 
chandise furnished the bankrupt by the publish- 
ing bouse was in the name of A. H. Redford as 
agent, while the other side of the account was in 
his name as an individuai. Moreover, employes 
of the house testify that in April last, after the 
stock of merchandise, etc., had been invoiced, 
preparatory to making a report to the Confer- 
ence, the assets remaining disagreeably small, 
Dr. ford added 10 per cent all round. This 
indicated a laudable purpose to make things 
ap as bright and cheerful as possible, but it 
will ecarcely be claimed that it represented 
sound business prosperity. 

But Dr. Redford’s skill as a book-maker was 
pot less remarkable than his eccentricity as a 
bookkeeper. He wrote a volume on * Method- 
ism in Kentucky.” In bis capacity as literary 
censor of the publishing house be read and ap- 
proved the man In his ity as gen- 
eral director be had it printed and bound from 
the funds of the house at a cost of 46 cents per 
copy. Then in his capacity as author he sold 
the work to bimself as general director ata 
pe Se be oe. a transaction as 

indicates a broad view of the value of good 
books, which must have made him a very use- 
ful man in his position. Literature is assuredly 
in its palmiest days when an author can order 

book ted out of other people's 8 
The 
hazards of authorship are by this process re- 
duced to a minimum. Dr. ord found the 
business so delightful that he followed up his 
“Methodism in Kentucky with several other 
books of equal importance, which he approved, 
— and sold with the 
iberality. In this way something like $19,000 
passed insensibly and gradually from the treas- 
ury Of the publishing house to his own private 


account.

FOURTEEN YEARS IN THE PENITENTIARY. 

In the Criminal Court yesterday morning, Luigi 
Petro Simoni, the slaver of Nicholas McCue in 
April last, was called ap for sentence. Some days 
ago, it will be remémbered, he pleaded guilty to 
an indictmeut for murder, and the sentencing of 
him was postponed to give the prosecution time to 
secure their witnesses. When he came into court 
he was nervous in the extreme, and his appearance 
was anything else than attractive. Hie clothing 
was filthy, his face unshaved, and if he had been 
on the way to the galiows he could not have worn 
a more dejected loox. 

Asis usual in such cases, witnesses were ex- 
amined forthe formation of the Court, the ex- 
amination being conducted by the attorneys on 
either side. Messrs. Reed and O'Brien appeared 
for the prisoner. and Mr. Mills for the people. 

THE STATE. 

Charles H. Strong was firet sworn for the prose- 
Gution. He was doing business at No. 50 Dear- 
born street, and at il o'’ciock the morning of 
April 29 he eaw two men run ain toward his store. 
They were tae deceased and Simoni, and he saw 
the former overtake the latter andtap him upon 
the shoulder, whereupon Simoni assumed a stoop- 
ing postare and drew a pistol and flred at the de- 
weased, and then ran away. He saw no violence 
on the part of the deceased, and after the shooting 
took him into the office, where he died in a few 
minutes, 

Frank Washburn testified that he had known 
Nicholas McCue, the deceased, and had worked 
with him. On the morning of the marder witness 
was assisting deceased in taking some paper boxes 
in the store, and Simoni came along and began to 
smash some of the boxes and put them in his bag. 
He told him to desist, and, after some further talk. 
Simoni grabbed the bag and ran off, and he fol- 
lowed him. He had gone some distance when he 
saw Simoni put his band in his vest as if to draw a 

istol, and about this time deceased came runni 

y bim, and he called his attention to Simon 
drawing tometbing. did not stop, how 
ever, but ran on and overtook Simoni, whereupon 
the prisoner shot him, and then ran down the 
street and threw the visto! into a vacart lot. 

J. B. Noyes was foreman of the shop where de- 
ceased worked. Saturday before the murder, he 
bad seen Simoni around the shop trying to get some 
of the paper- boxes, and he drove him away several 
times. e saw Simoni on the morning of the kill- 
ing trying to get the boxes again, and subsequentiy 
saw him run off pursued by the deceased. 

Officer Jameson assisted in arresting Simoni, and

Tnomas Carson testified that he heard the firing 
of the pistol and saw McCue fall.

was put on the stand. He testified that he was 
doru im Italy, wae 36 years old, and had been in 
‘this country six years, engaged at rag-picking and 
laboring. He remembered shooting the pistol 
April 29, but did not shoot at anyone in particeiar. 
He was at his usual business that day, and saw the 
paper-boxes on the sidewalk, and, being the same 
kind that be was picking up every day, he kicked 
them to pieces and put them in his Some 
one came out of the store and took hold of him. 
He did not know what they said te him, but he had 
$460 on hie person, and he was afraid they were 
ing to rob him and be ran away. He had not 
mn after the boxes a day or two before, 
and when be started to run he had no idea of shoot- 
ing any one. He had worked four or five years to 
garn tne money he bad. and all he earned he saved. 
His lodging cost him $1 a month, and he picked up 
what he ate out of slop-barreis as he went around 
day by day. He had been saving his money to 
send to his parents, who were destitute, Some of 
his countrymen had told him two months before 
the shooting that some one was going to rob him. 
and he got the pistol te protect himself. He had 
never been arrested before or charged with any 
crime of any kin. He shot the pistoi to frighten 
the crowd around, who he was afraid were goi 
to steal his money. When ne found that he 
shot McCue be was very sorry ana surprised. The 
shooting was entirely accidental. he said, and the 
result of the excitement of the moment. 

Dr. B. P. Reynolds testified to being present at 
the store when Simoni was brought to see the dead 
body of McCue, and that he was the most misera- 
ble-iooking person he ever saw. 

A number of Italians were then called as to 
Simoni's character, and they uniformly testified to 
his being a very peaceable, quiet, inoffensive man. 
None of them had ever known him to quarrel with 
any one, or to have a fight or be arrested. Among 
them was the Italian Consul.

aity ought not to pe inflicted. No intelligent jury 
would inflict such a nalty, and the 
only question was whether the Court, in view of 
all of the facte, shoald impose a sentence of im- 
prisonment for life or fourteen years, the lowest 
penalty. The prisoner was 36 years of age, and 
with afourteen years’ sentence he would come 
out 50 years of —an old man. ‘He did not 
think that he could do justice to his conscience, 
law, and sodiety by inflictinga greater penalty 
than fourteen years. Men should be judged, he 
continued. by what they were, not by what others 
thought of them, and the prisoner was only a man, 
ignorant. and totally lacking that appreciation of 
ethics by the more intelligent. He had 
no intention of stealing when set upon, and was 
unconscious, testified, that he 
, He was pursued 
„Stop _ thief,.’ and 
in that moment of excitement, terror, and fear, be 
turned and fired, but at no particular person. 
While the killing was technically murder, under 
the circumstances, and with due consideration for 
his responsibilities as a Judge and public officer, 
he thought the imposing of a sentence of fourteen 
years would be an act of justice, and the sentence 
was passed on him. 
The prisoner was then removed to the jail, and 
will be taken to Joliet a week from to, morrow.

The registration of third class mail matter was be- 
gun yesterday, anda very considerable quantity of 
packages was received at the Chicago Poat-Office. 
The quantity and variety of matter registered on 
the first day was an indication that the system just 
inaugurated will be a highly popular one., A new 
clasp sample envelope, patented bya Mr. L. W. 
Lawrence, of New York, has been approved by the 
Department. It is a small tin box with a movea- 
ble clasp, which can be opened without difficulty by 
the inspectors, and will be found very handy for 
the transmission of samples of flour, sugar, and 
powdered substances, or smali, sharp-pointed in- 
struments, such as come wituin the class of mat- 
ter heretofore upmeilable, excluding, of course, 
liquids, poisons, glass, and explosive substances.

THE RAILROADS. 


THE FORT WAYNE, JACKSON & 
SAGINAW RAILROAD. 

Judge Harlan yesterday mortiitig decided the 
motion in the case of Joy & Dennison vs. the 
Fort Wayne, Jackson & Saginaw Railroad Com- 
pany, which was argued before him last week. 
The bill was filed in the Federal Court in Indi- 
ana by the Trustees of the railroad to get posses- 
sion of the road. The mortgage provided, 
among other things, that, in case of default, the 
Trustees should have power to take possession 
of the mortgaged property, manage it, and 
apply the proceeds to the payment of interest,. 
etc., aud the bill set out that the Trustees had 
demanded possession, but had been refused. A 
motion was made before Judge Harlan last 
week to put the Trustees into possession, in 
accordance with the contract, and it was decided 
yesterday. 

The Judge said the right of the Trustees to 
take possession aruse out of the contract be- 
tween the parties. Having been denied 
session they brought suit, and asked a decree 
executing the contract. The Kailroad Company 


fault, admitting that they could not escape a 
decree of foreclosure, but announciog their 
willingness, if the Trustees should wish it, to 
appear at anv time and confess a decree of fore- 
closure, protesting that in the“ meantime the 
possession of the present managers should not 
be disturbed. They claimed that they 
had done their duty as managers of the road, 
had managed its finances as best they could, 
and kept down the floating debt as far as possi- 
bie. The default occurred with the knowledge 
of the majority of the bondholders, and with 
their consent, in view of the necessity of spend- 
ing part of the money of the Company in other 
directions. It was quite clear that a court 
could not sustain the motion. The right of the 
Trustees, as such, under the mortgage, to take 
possession of the road and manage it as Trus- 


tees, was secured by the contract. Thev sued 


to enforce the contract. The answer was 
not yet due from the Company. The ques- 
tion of possession could not come up until 
alter default or ou final hearing. Yet the mo- 
tion was made within two or three weeks after 
the filing of the bill for the Court to execute 
the contract. The Court did not have any right 
to do that, and under the circumstances it felt 
very litter inclined to do so. There was nothing 
in the case to justify the conclusion tuat there 
had been any — the port of the Railroad 

pany, bor was there any reason for disturb- 
ing its possession. If there were any facts 
tending to show that the defendants were em- 
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disturbing the present management of the road. 
The motion would therefore be overruled.

THE GRAND CANON DIFFICULTY. 

In several papers articles have recently ap- 
peared relative tothe litigation between the 
Denver & Rio Grande and the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe Railroads. In these articles the 
case of the Denver & Rio Grande is presented 
in a rather colored light, which fails to do jus- 
tice to the rival Company. The bill filed by the 
Canon City & San Juan Company (the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe organization) agairst 
the Denver & Rio Grande was not based upon 
any exclusive claim to occupy the Grand Canon 
of Arkansas. It claimed simply the priority of 
right in constracting its road-bed upon its locat- 
ed line, as approved by Secretary Schurz, under 
the act of Congress of March 8, 1875, leav- 
ing to other companies to pick alocation as 
best they could, provided the same was 
such as not to interfere with the actual opera- 
tions of the Canon City & San Juan Company. 
The bil! filed by the Denver & Rio Grande Com- 
pany, however, asserted an exclusive right of 
occupancy for the entire width of the canon,— 
in other words, a monopoly to be enforced 
against all other companies seeking to build. 
This was upon the theory that under their pri- 
vate act of 1872 they had a so-called floating 
easement,’ which they could locate at any time 
prior to 1882, without regard to the rights of 
other companies accruing under the act of 1875. 
The opinions of Judges Dillon and Hallett deny 
their claim, and give superiority of right to the 
location of the Canon City 8 - 
ly enjoining the Denver & Rio Grande 
from interfering with it. The statement that 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Company had 
not acquired any right of way through the 
canon beyond the first twenty miles was cor- 
fect at the time of publication. The facts in 
regard to this are that when the plate and pro- 
files of this part of the line reached Washiugton 
they encountered a caveat from Gen. Palmer. 
Defeated in the courts, the Denver & Rio 
Grande Company then sought to transfer the 
litigatiun to the Executive Department of the 
Government. Counsel from New York were 
employed to argue their protest and prevent, if 
possible, their riva! Company from securing the 
approval of other plats. This last effort proved 
ot no avail, for Sept. 3 the Secretary of the In- 
terior overruled the protest of the Denver & 
Rio Grande Company and approved the plats of 
their rival Company the entire distance to Lead- 
ville and across Poncha and Marshall Passes. 

THE CONDUCTORS. 

The Grand Division of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Conductors of the United States and 
Canadas began its eleventh annual session yes- 
terday morning in Corinthian Hall, No. 187 
Kinzie street. The order is a secret one, and 
all outsiders, including reporters, are excluded 
from its gatherings. The present session is a 
well-attended one, about 200 members being 
present, and more are expected to reach town 
to-day. The object of the Brotherhood is to 
elevate the standing of railroad conductors, and 
it seems to have accomplished its work, as a 
finer and more gentlemanly lot of men than 
those attending the present meeting it would be 
hard to find. The entire membership of the 
Order is about 1,200. 

The proceedings yesterday began at 10 o’clock, 
the officers of the Convention being: Grand 
Chief Conductor, W. L. Collins, Hornellsville, 
N. V.; Assistant Grand Chief Conductor, C. A.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 1.—The Governor 
to-day recelved the report for the quarter end 
ing yesterday of State Agent McDonald, at the 
Union Stock-Yards, Chicago, for the prevention 
of cruelty to avimals. He reports the number 
admonished for their apparent cruelty to ani- 
mals, 37; arrests made for cruelty to animals, 
5: fines imposed, 4; cattle watered, 1,500; aul. 
mals fed at owners’ expense, 214; éondemned 
animals killed: cattle, 18; horses, 5; sheep, 17; 
calves, 23. The Agent concludes his report 
with following statement: 

In the stock-yarde and slaughter-houses many 
improvements — recently been made for the 
better care and treatment of animals. The man- 
agers of the stock-yards and the owners of slaogh- 
ter- houses oppose the enforcement of the laws for 
the prevention of cruelty to animals, For years it 
was the custom of a few to keep water for cattle 
arriving after business hours, or from Saturday 
until Monday, when salt would be given them, and 
then all the water they could hold, which wouid 
vary, according to the arrival, from fifty to 100 

unds. This season the above evil has been great- 
fy mitigated.
